And we are anxiou* to 
eitablith the beneficent truth, that in all 
the dismal array of in solvency which ha* 
been paujog before our eyee, and 
in all the calamitous coniequetice* 
which it haa entailed upon un- 
offending multitudes, there it 
nothing en disgraceful a* the e ntorious 
world imputes. That amongst the many 
hundreds of casci lhat have passed through 
the Insolvent Court, there were none which 
would have abrunk from the ordeal of a 
itfitt moral diatection, none in which the 
elements of crime did not enter, and enter 
■■rgely, we are not auch simple tuns as to 
assert, r-ome of I brae guilty catet, indeed, 
were brought to light, and received adequate 
punishment from our criminal tribunal* ; 
whilst we have no doubt that many more, 
ihieidcd by the art i tiers of dexterous 
roguery, eluded ihe vigilance of the law.

First, that tire repheation ought to have con- 
cluded with a veritleation by the record, Is 
Mutter of record had been replied, and it w*a 
the only Issuable averULent alleged in the re- 
plication that could have been traversed, and 11 
trareited could only h*v* been proved by tho 
production of the record, via.: the order of 
the Court to rtlaaae the estate 
from sequestration.

The Court 
further held, that It wu net necessary to act 
out in the replication tho fact* on which the 
order of release bsd bi<cn granted , far th* 
Court matt presume, u it had noted in 
grsiitini the order of tele***, on a subject 
mallet within it* jurtidleticn, that it had so 
acted properly. And, lully, it wu immstsrrisj 
whether the release took place before or aub- 
secjutatCto the puting of tb* 10 Vie. 14, u 
the section which aftrotad thi* question wu 
rerYO*pecrfve. The demurrer wu tn*Y*for* 
allowed ; leave, however, being granted to the 
plaintiff to amend, on payment of ousts .
